How to Listen 

Radio Australia is a shortwave station. You can hear our programs 

_on radios with tuning scales showing frequencies above 5000 

kilohertz (kHz) and wavelengths in metre bands (mb). This schedule 

uses both scales. 

The signals are Carried around the world in a series of rebounding 

“hops” between the earth's surface and the ionosphere. The quality 

“and strength of reception can be affected by seasonal conditions and 

whether it is day or night. 

An outside aerial improves reception. An ideal one for receiving Radio 

Australia is 12 metres long and hung from the top of poles on 11/2 

‘metre high supports. It can be made from one or several lengths of 

_wire and some insulated twin wire cable, to run from your receiver to 
“the middle of the aerial structure. An Earth or Ground Wire is also 
needed. All joints and connections must be clean and ag and 

' should be soldered for maximum efficiency. Ge é 

‘This aerial is directional and for maximum benefit the support poles 

should be located on a line running (a) from north-east to south-west | 
in South East Asia, South Asia and Southern Africa, (b) from north to 

south in New Zealand, Europe and North America, and (c) from east 

to west in Japan. ee
